Firſt, In relation to'our Affairs in Europe, as it Encreaſeth Navigation by their oreat Conſumpt.on of Sea-Coals, by the Carriage of their 
- Manufactured Goods from one Port to another within this Kingdom; and by the Export of them into ſeveral parts of Esrope. 


Alfo by the vaſt Expence upon the Operation thereof; which is very profitable to this Kingdom, Beſides many Arts and Trades have their

'biſh Refiner. Ic is further to be obſerved, That from Michaelmas, 68. to Michaelmas 69. there was Imported in all England, from the Exgliſh Plantati- 
ons, 11227. Tunsof Brown Sugars, and 138 Tuns of White, which is but one part in 80, And from Portugal, was Imported the ſame Year, 
-Brown-Sugars 71 Tuns, and White-Sugars, 742 Tuns, which is above Ten times more in Whites, than in Browns: So the Engliſh Plantations 
making vaſtly more Brown than Whites, and Brazeele making moſt 7Phites, It is Evident, Thar if White-S»gars, as well from orgs as from 
the Engliſh Plantations, ſhould be Permitted to be Imported at under Rates, they will low in from Portugal, not only to the great Leſſoning of 
Englands Navigation, and to the Ruine of the Domeſtique Manufature Bur alſo to the Ruine of the greateſt part of the Engliſh Sugar Plan- 
ters in America, who make vaſtly moſt Sugars under Whites, + —> _ - DE ER | : 
And to Demonſtrate the unavoidable Ruine, that muſt neceſſarily attend ſeveral Families, that are concerned in Refining of Sugars 1n Eng- 
land, One Copartnerſhip having Loſt above 40 Thouſand Pounds Sterling in Loxdozs Conflagration , and at preſent, do Proſecute the ſame Im- 
ployment, having above 15 Thouſand Pound Stock, laid our upon Buildings, and Implements proper only for Refining of Sugars: The greateſt 
Partof which, will be utterly Loſt by the Declining of this ManufaQuure in England. | 


To conclude, Fl 4 higher Rate ſhould be put upon the Whites, that are Imported from Portugal, than from our own Plantations, that will $e- 
cure the Intereſt of theſe that make White-Sugars in Barbadoes. . 
Nevertheleſs, If there be not Impoſed, at leaſt, the proportion of four vpon White-Sugars ,_ to one upon Browns , even from the Engliſh 
Plantations : 7t will be a Leſſoning of his Majeſties Revenne, prejudicial to Englands Navigation, and Deſtruitive to the Domeſtique Mant- 
fatture. And if Refining of Sugars be beaten ont of England -into Holland, it is to be feared, the Brown-Sugar Ti rade from our Plantations, 
(Notwithſtanding the Ai of Navigation) will ſoon follow. But ſhould Refining of Sugars be Inconraged in America more than in England, 
not only the Domeſtique Manufatture will be Ruined, to the great prejudice of England , but our Navigation from the Plantations will be 
vaſtly Leſſened, the Trade of our Engliſh Merchant thither quite laid aſide; the Sugar Plantations (eſpectally Barbadoes ) come into fewer per-
